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Sukarno 
Steps 
Aside 


JAKARTA, Indonesia 
AP — 
President Sukarno tonight sur- 
rendered his presidential pow­ 
ers to Indonesian strongman 
Gen. Suharto and thus ended 21 
years of one • man rule. 
By his own statement, he re­ 
mains president in name only 
and even this title may be taken 
away 
from 
him. Informed 
sources said Congress at its 
meeting next month may take a 
final disposition of his future. 
There was speculation wheth­ 
er Sukarno would leave Indone­ 
sia. But his Japanese 
Wife, 
Ratna Sari Dewi, said in Tokyo 
she did not believe he will leave 
the country. She is in Tokyo to 
await the birth of her first 
child. 
Sukarno 
had 
surrendered 
most of his powers to Suharto 
last March but he remained a 
symbol to millions of Indone­ 
sians as the father of Indone­ 
sia's independence. 
A signed statement by Su­ 
karno said he gave all power to 
Suharto "for the sake of the 
people and the country.” 
Sukarno’s stepdown was not 
a full resignation but was a 
surrender of executive powers. 
The 65 • year -old president, 
who led this huge Southeast 
Asian nation from Dutch colon­ 
ial rule to independence will re­ 
main president In name only. 
His decision came following 
two weeks of intensive pres­ 
sure from Suharto and his mil­ 
itary followers. 
Sukarno had been 
warned 
that if he did not hand over 
powers he would be investigat­ 
ed by Congress and possibly 
brought to trial. 
There were no indications 
what compromises were made 
with Sukarno. However, politi­ 
cal and military sources said 
Suharto agreed to insure that 
Sukarno would not be brought 
to trial. 
Sukarno's statement said Su­ 
harto would have to report to 
him regularly on how he 
was 
using the presidential powers. 
But this was probably a face- 
saving gesture. 
Following an attempt by In­ 
donesian communists to seize 
power Oct. 1, 1965, many ofthe 
coup leaders were brought to 
trial and some implicated Su­ 
karno in the attempt. 
Sukarno's handover of pow­ 
ers leaves Suharto as the sole 
leader of this nation of 109 mil­ 
lion people. He faces a com­ 
plex array of problems brought 
on by years of mismanagement 
and corruption under Sukarno. 
Suharto, 45, a four-star gener­ 
al faces an immediate task of 
bringing about some form of 
economic stability. The country 
is still divided politically over 
loyalty to Sukarno. 
Suharto also faces a problem 
of maintaining unity within his 
own military ranks. 
Although he will be nominally 
in command, Foreign Minister 
Malik will take the brunt of or­ 
gan! zaing Indonesia's foreign 
policy. 
Political sources said Con­ 
gress will go ahead with its spe­ 
cial session on Sukarno and that 
the possibility still remains 
that it will strip away Sukar­ 
no's last vestiges 
of power. 
These sources said Sukarno 
was not completely ousted at 
this point for fear of creating 
greater disunity in this troubled 
country. They added that fur­ 
ther decisions on Sukarno's fu­ 
ture are expected when Con­ 
gress meets March 7.

The Soviet Uhlon has de­ 
nounced this as an attempt at 
“ self inspection” . 
American 
negotiators seem to have ac­ 
cepted the Soviet view. 
In Soviet-American talks in 
New York over the past three 
months, the two nuclear super, 
powers agreed that the only ac­ 
ceptable controlling body was 
the, 
95«nation 
International 
Atomic Energjnifency —IAEA 
— based in Vienna. 
When the disarmament talks 
resumed Tuesday following a 
six-month recess, UJ5.delegate 
William C. Foster told newsmen 
"controls should be carried out 
by a wholly international agen­ 
cy able to look at safeguards 
throughout the world.” 
Foster said such an agency 
already exists in the IAEA "and 
we believe it should have the 
job of ensuring that peaceful 
(nuclear) products are not di 
verted to military purposes 
France, which boycotts the 
disarmament conference, has 
given notice it will not sign any 
nonproliferation treaty nego­ 
tiated here. 
As a nuclear military power, 
France would not be subject to 
controls in any case. 
Despite the objections from 
West Germany, Italy and other 
countries, American officials 
are confident the treaty will be 
signed this summer. 
West Germany and Italy ob­ 
ject to IAEA controls on two 
main grounds: 
They fear that IAEA inspec­ 
tors could conduct industrial 
espionage on behalf of the Rus­ 
sians, who are members of the 
agency, and they argue that the 
treaty setting up Euratom does 
not allow its members to submit 
to controls from any other body. 
In a speech to the conference, 
Soviet delegate Alexei Roshchin 
said such objections were at­ 
tempts to disrupt the negotia­ 
tions. 
Foster said some compromise 
would have to be worked out 
with the Euratom members to 
permit IAEA inspection. He 
stressed that this would still 
leave plenty of work for Eura­ 
tom to do, such as distributing 
and supervising plutonium pro­ 
vided by the United States for 
the Common Market countries. 
"We participated in the for­ 
mation of Euratom,” he said. 
"We have encouraged it and 
made a treaty with it. We are 
not attacking Euratom. Eura­ 
tom does a number of things 
besides applying safeguards.”

Time is the severest judge of greatness.

Washington.

i War of Independence, that he later became first 
president of the United States. American history 
! majors in college may make more detailed study 
of his military campaigns, his contribution to 
the writing of the Constitution, the actual crises 
he faced as chief executive. 
But for most of us, Washington was the man 
who 
won 
the 
Revolution, the wealthy but 
democratic aristocrat who lived at 
Mount 
Vernon and became the Father of His Country, 
the man whose birthday is an excuse for a 
holiday. 
We are content to let it go at that. 
If that were all there was to it, why then 
should Washington be as equally respected by 
professional students of history? Because his 
greatness holds up even under the most critical 
examination of his life and works. 
There have been abler generals in American 
history, more successful businessmen, more 
energetic and innovative presidents. The simple 
fact remains, however, that without Washington 
there would have been no Revolution, no Con­ 
stitution, probably no United States as we know 
it today. 
Washington’s leadership alone

REUTHER’S REVOLT 
The AFL-CIO Executive Council met at Bal 
Harbour, Fla., on Monday, (Feb. 20). 
The Florida climate notwithstanding, 
the 
atmosphere at Bal Harbour in mid-February is 
likely to be chilly. 
Walter Reuther, president 
of the United Automobile Workers, former chair­ 
man of the AFL-CIO economic policy and or­ 
ganizing committees, and member of the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council, has resigned all three of 
these latter posts. He has taken with him three 
other UAW leaders, Emil Mazey, secretary- 
treasurer of the union, and Leonard Woodcook 
and Pat Greathouse, vice presidents. 
These 
four on Feb. 3 withdrew from most of their posts 
in the larger union amalgam. 
In a 6,000 word letter to the auto union’s 1,500 
locals, Reuther on Feb. 9 said that UAW’s dis­ 
agreements with AFL-CIO were “basic and 
fundamental” and membership in their old of­ 
fices for the UAW people would be “ merely ar 
exercise in futility.” The resignations and the 
letter are sure to cool the deliberations 
at 
the winter meeting of the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council. 
Reuther’s personal disagreements with AFL- 
CIO President George Meany have long been a 
matter of public record. 
He has threatened 
in the past to quit the Executive Council. When 
the AFL and CIO merged in 1955, Reuther was 
persuaded to take second place in the combine 
on the ground that he would eventually succeed 
Meany. 
Now Meany, though 72 years old and obliged 
by a hip ailment to walk with a cane, has made 
it quite clear that he has no intention of retiring 
in Reuther’s favor. 
And Reuther, nearing 60, 
appears to see that time is no longer on his 
side. 
Meany, once known as “The Honest Plumber,” 
is one of the labor movement’s great 
con­ 
servatives. 
Reuther would like labor to take 
more leadership in the civil rights movement 
and build bridges of “ international understand­ 
ing” for disarmament and peaceful co-existence 
of different social economic systems. An open 
break came last June when Meany decided to have 
American labor boycott the International Labor 
Organization conference in Geneva after a Com­ 
munist Polish government official had been 
elected president. 
Reuther in his letter of Feb. 9 was careful 
not to take the UAW completely out of the AFL- 
CIO. 
The logistics of the labor movement are 
interesting. 
The AFL-CIO has 13.5 million 
members, of which the UAW represents 1.5 
million. 
The labor movement’s biggest mem­ 
bership is that of the 1.7 million-member Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
Ironically, Meany and Reuther were most in 
agreement when they cooperated in 1957 to dump 
the Teamsters after Senate rackets investigators 


had uncovered the transactions of Dave Beck, 
James R. Hoffa, and other Teamsters officials. 
Now there is some speculation that the Team­ 
sters and the UAW might drift together. 
The 
surest loser from disaffection in

Labor is the Democratic Party. 
President 
Johnson in his economic report of Jan.

made a big concession to labor in letting go

Should someone offer to fix a 
traffic ticket for you, would you 
become righteously Indignant 
because you fed the law ought 
to take its course in such mat- 


ters? 
After filling out your income 
tax forms each year, do you 
have the quiet satisfaction of 
someone who has done a good 
hard honest job? 
Do you make it a policy to 
pay up all your bills at least a 
week ahead of time to avoid any 
possible confusion? 
Are you the kind of fellow who 
refuses to bet on a sure thing 
because you think it’s unfair to 
take money from suckers?

“ I tried to, but I couldn't” . 
WASHINGTON - On Jan. 24,

William Fulbright,D-Ark., con­ 
tended that the CIA played a 
more influential role in foreign 
policy than the state depart-

ment; therefore his Senate For­ 
eign 
Relations 
Committee 
members should be informed 
of the CIA’s activities. 
Standing near Fulbright and 
striking his right first into his 
left palmwithaloud crack,Sen. 
Richard Russell, D-Ga., chair­ 
man of the 
Armed Services 
Committee, 
blasted 
t h e 
Foreign Relations Committee 
as “self • serving, self-seek­ 
ing.” 
Russell demanded that 
the 
resolution to permit the For­ 
eign Relations Committee 
to 
participate in supervision of 
CIA be referred to his commit­ 
tee, where of course it was cer­ 
tain to be killed. 
Vice President Humphrey, us­ 
ually a liberal, ruled against 
his liberal colleagues. He won 
the day for Russell and 
his 
conservatives. 
Ten years before, the senate 
had also voted, 59 to 27, to de­ 
feat a proposal by Sen. Mike 
Mansfield, D-Mont., now senate 
leader, to create a joint con­ 
gressional committee to over­ 
see the CLA. The then - senate 
leader from Texas, now Presi­ 
dent of the United States, voted 
against this checkreln on cen­ 
tral intelligence. 


PUBLIC DOESN’T KNOW 
Since other members of the 
senate and the public have been 
denied access to the operations 
of the central intelligence, this 
column will undertake to report 
on some of them •• without 
disclosing the more delicate 
operations which might involve 
national security. 


Unquestionably the CIA has 
some notable accomplishments 
to its credit, such as spotting 
the arrival of Russian missiles 
in Cuba, preventing the pro- 
Communist take • over of the 
Congo, predicting the Chinese 
development of nuclear weap­ 
ons, predicting the fell of Pre­ 
mier 
Ben Fella of Algeria 
(and possibly arranging it); and 
the 
campaign to elect pro- 
American President Magsay- 
say In the Philippines. 
But here are some of the 
lesser known incidents, 
now 
history, which might have been 


prevented if the CIA had been 
answerable 
to congressional 
scrutiny, as is every other UJ>. 
agency 
under our traditional 
system 
of government 
by 
checks and balances. 


In September, 1965, Prime 
Minister L ee Kuan Yew of Singa­ 
pore charged that a CIA agent 
was caught trying to buy intelli­ 
gence 
information from 
a 
Singapore official and that, in 
order to hush up the matter, 
Premier Lee had been 
of­ 
fered $3 million by 
central 
intelligence. State department 
officials denied Lee’s charge, 
whereupon he produced a let­ 
ter from Secretary of State 
Rusk, written in 1961, apologi­ 
zing for the attempted bribe. 
— In Cambodia, CIA agents 
got involved in an attempt to 
overthrow Prince Sihanouk's 
government. Ever since 
that 
time the Prince has 
been 
vigorously anti- American. 


— In Costa 
Rica, in the fell 
of 1953, Jose Figueres, mar­ 
ried to a Brooklyn woman but 
considered liberal by CIA stan­ 
dards, was campaigning 
for 
President. Figueres was criti­ 
cal of the United Fruit Com­ 
pany, which has cooperated 
closely with 
central intelli­ 
gence. A CIA agent put a tap 
on Figueres's phone. It 
was 
detected and 
the CIA agent 
caught. 
Figueres was elected Presi­ 
dent of Costa Rica on Nov. 8. 
He continued to be friendly 
to the United States despite 
eentral intelligence and despite 
the feet that he always sus­ 
pected the CIA 
agents had 
conspired with Nicaraguan con­ 
servative exiles to Invade Costa 
Rica 
on January U, 1955. 
The 
invaders were forced 
to withdraw by the Organiza­ 
tion of American States. 
These are just a few of the 
subterranean operations 
of 
eentral intelligence, which the 
American people have paid for 
but have not 
known 
about. 
They are operations which have 
damaged 
American prestige 
aboard. More of these incidents 
'will be reported 
in a future 
column. 


President Sends Word to La­ 
bor Leaders He'll Not Push 
Strike-Curbing Bills 
Washington, pjCf — A labor 
leader reporting from the warm 
air front in Bal Harbour, Fla., 
revealed that “ regardless of 
what you hear, we’re all happy 
now that we've heard that Pres­ 
ident Johnson will not recom­ 
mend any tough anti • strike 
laws.” 
By “ everybody,” the union 
chief referred to that august 
body, the AFL-CIO’s Executive 
Council. Most of the 29 mem­ 
bers of the high command had 
been worried, but now that 
they’ve heard directly from 
Presidential couriers that he 
will not urge any new drastic 
collective bargaining legisla­ 
tion, the tropical sun seems 
much brighter. 
But not for Lyndon Johnson 
it doesn't. 
His is a melan­ 
choly position. 
He is a crisis counter. Some 
of those close to him recall 
that after settling the 1965 na­ 
tional steel strike threat, he 
mused aloud and it sounded like 
“why couldn’t 
that contract 
expire in his year, not mine?" 
By “ his year,” the Presi­ 
dent meant that of the solid, 
laconic, imperturbable, ever 
itinerant I.W. (Abe) Abel, pres­ 
ident of the United Steelwork­ 
ers, who now will replace Wal­ 
ter Reuther as CIO spokesman 
inside the merged movement. 
Abel's presidential term ex­ 
pires in 1969. But the nation­ 
al steel industry pact runs out 
in mid-1968 — the year Mr. 
Johnson does battle again. Thus 
he will face a Presidential cam­ 
paign right at the height of a 
threatened national steel strike 
-which he could not permit to 
run on and on as they have in 
the past. 
Yet “ Abe” is a determined 
man. 
He is known to have told 
the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
not too long ago he is tired of 
having the government tell the 
steelworkers 
they 
cannot 
strike. This has been going on 
too long and he doubts the White 
House will prevail next time 
around. 
All this will develop in the 
midst of the second session of 
the 90th Congress. The public 
will howl. And It will ask why 
there is no strike-curbing legi­ 
slation on the books. 
But insiders know that Pres­ 
ident Johnson will not need to 
wait until mld-*68 for other la­ 
bor crisis to anger the public. 
Even now the Transport Work­ 
ers Union (TWU) is beginning to 
schedule the series of section 
by section, yard by yard, garage 
by garage talks which precede 
presentation of formal demands 
on the femed New York City 
Transit Authority. 
The Authority has not yet re­ 
covered from the billion dollar 
1966 stoppage. But it has a con­ 
trast bargain date this fell. 
And the truly tough veteran of 
labor wars Douglas Mac Mahon, 
TWU Secretary-Treasurer,who 
held the fort when the dying Mike 
Quill was jailed and hospital­ 


ized, said about a year ago when 
talking of the $60 million vic­ 
tory: 
“ This is only the first bite. 
We’ll soon be coming back for a 
second.” 
New York City, vortex and fi­ 
nancial center of the world, may 
well be struck again. 
It was the TWU’s 13-day sub­ 
way and bus paralysis which 
forced President Johnson to 
pledge in his 1966 State of the 
Union message that he would 
present proposals for the hand­ 
ling of emergency strikes which 
threaten the nation's security 
and welfere. 
To prepare such legislation 
he named a task force headed 
by Under Secretary of State Kat- 
zenbach. But whatever it pro­ 
duced was stillborn. 
He knows the Republicans 
have him there and will not let 
him forget his public pledge. 
What disturbs him is that the 
Republicans who have taken 
after him are the liberals — 
Senators Javits, Morse, Ku- 
chel, Percy, Hatfield and Mon- 
roney. He cannot do passion­ 
ate battle with these moderates 
as easily as he could assault the 
conservatives. 
The President is not too much 
concerned over the threatened 
truck strike. It can be handled. 
And he still has some time on 
the “ Reuther-auto thing.” 
What disturbs the White House 
is the threatened April 12 na­ 
tional railroad strike. 
Roy 
Siemlller’s machinists are in 
this one. 
They are the ones 
who hit the airlines last sum­ 
mer. 
They simply don’t believe the 
railroads are any more sacred 
than the airlines. 
They will 
strike if they don't get the big 
wage increase they seek. 
And that’s closer than you 
think, but not closer than the 
President thinks. What can he 
do? 
Propose compulsory legisla­ 
tion? Labor and industry would 
fight that. 
Accept a proposal for seiz­ 
ure of vital installations or 
transport facilities which are 
struck? 
That puts the gov­ 
ernment into the railroading 
business and on everybody's 
blacklist. 
Ask for extension of anti­ 
trust laws to cover labor in the 
event of a crippling, nationwide 
strike? 
But that would mean the end 
of his alliance with the mem­ 
bers of the powerful AFL-CIO 
Executive Council. 
Yet nothing embitters the 
public like an inconveniencing 
strike on airlines or railroads. 
If a mass industry is struck, 
the public is real casual. Hit 
a trolley or rail line or food 
supply trucking Arm and the 
cultural revolution is on. 
Mr. Johnson knows this. So 
he is not happy, though he made 
It a gay stay in Florida for the 
labor leaders by sending word 
he’ll play it by ear. 
It’s an experienced ear - so 
he well knows the sound he 
hears on the home front is not 
mere thunder.

EDITOR'S NOTE — There 
are complicated rides about 
what you can deduct in figuring 
your federal income tax. This 
article, the last of five, discuss» 
es deductions.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— In 
making out your 1966 income 
tax return you may find your 
deductible personal expenses 
were greater than allowed for in 
the standard deduction which 
any rate can take without listing 
expesnes. 
In that case, claim your ex- 
penses in full. But you'll have to 
Itemize them, to prove you had 
them, and you'll have to figure 
your own tax, using form 1040. 
The details and kinds of de­ 
ductible and nondeductible ex­ 
penses are vast, too vast for a 
story like this which can only 
hit the highlights. 
You will find some details in 
the instruction pamphlet which 
the Internal Revenue Service 
sends all taxpayers, and infin­ 
itely more in the government's 
160« page booklet, "Your Fed­ 
eral Income Tax." It costs 50 
cents. 
Here are some examples of 
expenses you can deduct: 
State and city income taxes, 
real estate and state gasoline 
taxes but not federal gasoline 
taxes; state and city sales taxes 
— the in struct! cm sheet has a 
list of the states with sales taxes 
and how much you can reason­ 
ably deduct in keeping with 
your income and family size; 
personal property taxes; 
in­ 
terest on a personal loan; on a 
house mortgage; on delinquent 
taxes; and on personal proper­ 
ty bought 
on the installment 
plan, like an automobile. 
You can also deduct for union 
dues and dues in a professional 
society; fees to employment 
agencies; alimony payments by 
the one making them; books 
and newspapers bought for use 
m your job; and expenses for 
your education, provided it is to 
help you keep up with your job. 
You cannot deduct if the educa­ 
tion was for personal reasons, 
like trying to help you get a bet­ 
ter joo. 
If you use your car for busi­ 
ness, you can deduct 10 cents a 
mile for the first 15,000 miles 
and seven cents a mile after 
that. 
Ydtt can 'deduct contributions 
to charitable, religious or edu­ 
cation organizations like the 
Community Chest, United Fund, 
Salvation Army, churches, Red 
Cross, heart, cancer and tuber­ 
culosis associations, nonprofit 
schools and hospitals; and gifts 
but no dues to the YMCA, 
YWCA, YMHA, YWHA, and or- 
ganizations such as the Ameri­ 
can legion, and to states and 
cities for public purposes. 
You'd better read the 1040 
instructions or the booklet if you 
want to exclude from income 
some of the pay you got while 
home (xi sick leave or for medi­ 
cal and drug expenses. 
For example: Depending on 
how much salary you got while 
home sick, you may be able to 
exclude after the first foil week 
of sick leave or you may not be 
able to exclude until you have 
been out sick 30 days. 
If you were under 65 and are 
filing a return, you may deduct 
medical expenses for yourself, 
your wife, or a dependent but 
only that part for which you 
have not been reimbursed by an 
insurance company and only 
that part of your umreimbursed 
expenses 
which exceed 3 per 
cent of your income. 
Costs of medicines and drugs 
are included in medical expense 
to the extent they exceed 1 per 
cent of your income. 
A person 65 before the « id of 
the year—you were considered 
65 for the whole year if your 
birthday was as late as Jan. 1, 
1967—4n making out his return 
can deduct his entire unreim­ 
bursed medical and drug ex­ 
penses without worrying about 
what percentage of his income 
they were. 
If you were under 65 and paid 
the medical and drug expenses 
of your over-65 parents — or 
your wife’s over-65 parents — 
you can deduct them in full on 
your return but only if you also 
provide more than half the 1966 
support of the one for 
whom 
you claim the deduction. 
Here's another detail: You 
may claim a medical expense 
deduction for the premiums you 
paid on accident and health in­ 
surance policies which provide 
reimbursement for hospitaliza­ 
tion, surgery fees and other 
medical expenses. 
You can deduct transportation 
costs for going to get medical 
care—4ike bus, train, taxi or 
plane fore—or, if you use your 
own car, can deduct five cents a 
mile for such a trip. 
You can exclude the first $100 
of your stock dividends from 
domestic corporations-$200 if it 
is a joint return and the hus­ 
band and wife each owned 
stock, either jointly or Individ* 
ually, from which they received 
at least $100 each. But the hus­ 
band can't use part of his wife's 
dividends to make the total $200 
and the wife ain't use part of 
har husband's dividends for the 
same purpose. 


You can also deduct what is 
above the first $100 for each 
personal loss from vandalism 
or from theft or casualty, like 
a storm that damaged your 
house or an accident 
that 
damaged your 
car, if 
it 
wasn't 
covered by 
insur­ 
ance. But if your 
auto acci­ 
dent was caused by your will­ 
fulness, you can't deduct at 
all. 
You can deduct five cents a 
mile if you work free for a qual­ 
ified 
charitable organization 


and use your car in doing so. 
But here are things for which 
you cannot deduct: 
Federal income taxes; federal 
Society Security foxes withheld 
from your pay: Social Security 
payments you make for some­ 
one working in your home, like 
a maid; auto licenses, unless 
based on the value of the car; a 
d riv er's license; 
auto inspec­ 
tion or parking meter fees; 
foxes you pay for someone else 
although you can claim 
them 
as 
part of your support for a 
dependent; poll foxes, inheri­ 
tance, gift, cigarette, tobac­ 
co or alcoholic beverage foxes; 
fees for dog tags, hunting or 
fishing licenses or m arriage 
licenses; tolls for roads and 
bridges; water bills; sewerage 


and other service charges. 
You cannot deduct gifts to 
political 
candidates, political 
organizations, 
relatives, 
friends or other individuals, 
labor unions or social clubs; 
you cannot deduct federal ex­ 
cise foxes on automobiles, tel­ 
ephones or airline tickets.

If you pause before a vaca­ 
tion to contemplate the uncer­ 
tainties of long • distance driv­ 
ing, you're Just being sensi­ 
ble. Such concern can be the 
basis 
for a thoroughly enjoy­ 
able vacation that might other­ 
wise be m arred by an auto acci­ 
dent. 
It's wise, for example, to 
be concerned about becoming 
too tired 
to 
drive safely. 
Fatigue may 
well be 
the 
number one 
nem esis of the 
vacation driver who views those 
miles o i highway as an obstacle 
between himself and his hard- 
earned vacation. 
Surveys 
Indicate that 
a 
driver's efficiency 
improves 
during the first three or four 
hours on the road. By the time 
six hours have passed, how­ 
ever, his efficiency has re ­ 
verted to its original level. 
The 
decline becomes rapid 
after six hours. 
When your eyes are tired, 
they don't see 
as well, par­ 
ticularly at night. If you over­ 
use them on a long drive, they 
become “ disgusted" with the 
difficulty of picking a focal 
point on a monotonous ribbon 
unwinding slowly out of 
the 
darkness ahead. After a few 
ho u r s , 
many 
drivers ex­ 
perience “ hallucinations," or 
what is known as “ highway hy­ 
pnosis." 
This Lorelei of the freeway 
causes drivers to veer 
off 
the road to avoid objects that 
aren't there. Others plow Into 
solid 
objects such as a bridge 
abutment that blends into 
the 
roadway because of its lack of 
contrast with the road. Such 
crashes were a particular prob­ 
lem on the New Jersey Turn­ 
pike; but since reflectors were 
installed on upright posts, the 
accident rate in this area has 
declined sharply. 
Fatigue is one of the signifi­ 
cant causes of night accidents, 
according to a study recently 
reported 
to the President's 
Highway Safety Conference. 
For 
the 
vacationer, 
this 
means that his fatigue “ screens 
out" the value of highway safe­ 
ty devices that prevent 
even 
higher 
night death tolls. He 
might as well be wearing dark 
glasses. 
Take reflective signs, which 
are used by most states to make 
night 
motoring 
safer. Light 
from 
headlights is 
bounced 
from the reflective surfaces 
back to the 
vehicles, making 
the signs much brighter than 
their backgrounds.

way to a modern business build­ 
ing. 
Throughout its lifetim e

building has been used for the 
purpose intended.

m ost the very last it housed 
the traveling public, although 
its la tte r years were a distant 
echo of its brilliance in 
the 
19th Century. 
Built by Joseph Lansm on, a 
native of A lsace-L orraine, the 
stru ctu re im m ediately was 
a 
success. 
There the tra v e le r, 
getting off a packet boat, had 
but a block to go for re st and 
com fort. 
Its cuisine drew the trav e ler 
and the 
Cape G irardeau r e s i­ 
dent as well, and in its ballroom 
many fancy balls w ere held. 
Gen. U lysses S. G rant, com ­ 
manding the Union's 
w estern 
arm ies, stopped there in 
the 
sum m er of 1862, enroute 
to 
C airo, 111. from Ironton. 
Mark Twain, during his days 
as a pilot on riverboats, stopped 
at the St. C harles. 
C harles 
Dickens, the famous B ritish au­ 
thor, was reported to have spent 
the night there after a 
lecture 
in Cape G irardeau.

The hotel was the center

Block and his accom plished lady 
of this splendid hotel, the St. 
C h a rles.” 
E a rlie r accounts 
described 
how the hotel was the scene of

rardeau. 
It was in the p arlor of the 
hotel on Oct. 28, 1873, that a 
state board met and tentatively 
decided fhat the Third D istrict 
Norm al School, now Southeast 
M issouri State College, would 
be located in Cape G irardeau.

And so, without firing a shot, the Army surrendered. 
It 
consented to pay the bill. But, 
further approval had to be 
obtained before the bill could be paid.

This is how the judge ruled; No! The judge held that there 
was never any intention on the part of the Army to pay rent 
or to establish a landlord-tenant relationship.

birth of her first 
child. 
Sukarno 
had 
surrendered 
most of Ins powers to Suharto 
last March but he rem ained a 
sym bol to m illions of Indone­ 
sian s as the father of Indone­ 
sia 's independence. 
A 
signed 
statem ent by Su­ 
karno said he gave all power to 
Suharto "for the sake 
of the 
people and the country." 
Sukarno's stepdown w as 
not 
a full resignation but 
w as 
a 
surrender of executive p ow ers. 
The 65 - year -old presiden t, 
who led this 
huge Southeast 
Asian nation from Dutch colon­ 
ial rule to independence w ill re­ 
main president in name only. 
His decision cam e follow ing 
two w eeks of intensive p res­ 
su re from Suharto and his m il­ 
itary follow ers. 
Sukarno had been 
warned 
tliat if he did not 
hand 
over 
pow ers he would be in vestigat­ 
ed by C ongress and p ossibly 
brought to trial. 
There 
w ere no indications 
what com prom ises w ere made 
with Sukarno. However, politi­ 
cal and m ilitary sou rces 
said 
Suharto agreed to insure that 
Sukarno would not be brought 
to tria l. 
Sukarno's statem ent said Su­

Sukarno's 
handover of pow­ 
e r s lea v es Suharto as the so le 
leader of this nation of 109 m il­ 
lion people. He faces 
a com ­ 
plex array of problem s brought 
on by years of m ism anagem ent 
and corruption under Sukarno. 
Suharto, 45, a four-star gener­ 
al faces an im m ediate task of 
bringing about som e form of 
econom ic stability. The country 
is still divided p olitically over 
loyalty to Sukarno. 
Suharto also faces a problem 
of m aintaining unity within his 
own m ilitary ranks. 
Although he will be nom inally 
in com m and, Foreign M inister 
Malik w ill take the brunt of or- 
ganizaing Indonesia's 
foreign 
policy. 
P olitical sources said Con­ 
g r e ss w ill go ahead with its sp e­ 
cial se ssio n on Sukarno and that 
the p ossib ility

w as not com pletely ousted

By his own statement, he re­ 
mains president in name only 
and even this title may betaken 
away 
from 
him. 
Informed 
sources said Congress at 
Its 
meeting next month may take a 
final disposition of ids future. 
There was speculation wheth­ 
er Sukarno would leave Indone­ 
sia. But his Japanese 
Wife, 
Ratna Sari Dew!, said in Tokyo 
she did not believe he will leave 
the country. She is In Tokyo to 
await 
the 
birth 
of her first 
child. 
Sukarno 
had 
surrendered 
most of Ids powers to Suharto 
last March but he remained a 
symbol to millions of Indone­ 
sians as the father of Indone­ 
sia's independence. 
A 
signed 
statement by Su­ 
karno said he gave all power to 
Suliarto "fo r the sake 
of the 
people and the country." 
Sukarno's stepdown was 
not 
a full resignation but 
was 
a 
surrender of executive powers. 
The 65 • year -old president, 
who led tlds 
huge Southeast 
Asian nation from Dutch colon­ 
ial rule to independence will re­ 
main president in name only. 
His decision came following 
two weeks of intensive pres­ 
sure from Suharto and his mil­ 
itary followers. 
Sukarno had been 
warned 
that if he did not 
hand 
over 
powers he would be investigat­ 
ed by Congress and possibly 
brought to tria l. 
There 
were no indications 
wliat com prom ises were made 
with Sukarno. However, politi­ 
cal and m ilitary sources 
said 
Suharto agreed to Insure that 
Sukarno would not be brought 
to trial. 
Sukarno's statement said Su­

handover of pow­ 
e rs leaves Suharto as the sole 
leader of this nation of 109 mil­ 
lion people.

plex array of problems brought 
on by years of mismanagement 
and corruption under Sukarno. 
Suharto, 45, a four-star gener­ 
al frees an Immediate task of 
bringing al>out some form of 
economic stability. Hie country 
Is still divided politically over 
loyalty to Sukarno. 
Suttarto also frees a problem 
of maintaining unity within Ills 
own m ilitary ranks. 
Although he will be nominally 
In command, Foreign Minister 
Malik will take the brunt of or-

International 
Atomic Energy ^Agency — IAEA 
— based in Vienna. 
When the disarmament talks 
resumed Tuesday following a 
six-month recess, U*>.delegate 
William C . Foster told newsmen 
"controls should be carried out 
by a wholly International agen­ 
cy able to look at safeguards 
throughout the world.” 
Foster said such an agency 
already exists In the IAEA "and 
we believe It should have the 
job of ensuring that peaceful 
(nuclear) products are not di­ 
verted to military purposes." 
France, which boycotts the 
disarmament 
conference, has 
given notice it will not sign any

As a nuclear military power, 
France would not be subject to 
controls in any case.

West Germany and Italy ob­ 
ject to IAEA controls on two 
main grounds: 
They fear that IAEA inspec­ 
tors could conduct industrial 
espionage on behalf of the Rus­ 
sians, who are members of the 
agency, and they argue tliat the 
treaty setting up Euratom does 
not allow its members to submit 
to controls from any other body. 
In a speech to the conference, 
Soviet delegate Alexei Roshchln 
said such objections were at- 
tempts to disrupt the negotia­ 
tions.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
HIS GREATNESS ENDURES 
Time is the severest judge of greatness. 
Though the debunking school of historians per­ 
forms a useful service by cutting folk heroes 
down to human size occasionally, the men that 
a nation reveres for generation after genera­ 
tion are usually deserving of that honor. 
It is 235 years since the birth of George 
Washington. 
In our kindergartens, walls are 
decorated with cutouts of hatchets and cherry 
trees, mythical symbols of Washington’s un­ 
swerving rectitude. 
Older students learn that 
he"commanded the Continental Army during the 
War of Independence, that he later became first 
president of the United States. American history 
majors in college may make more detailed study 
of his military campaigns, his contribution to 
the writing of the Constitution, the actual crises 
he faced as chief executive. 
But for most of us, Washington was the man 
who 
won 
the 
Revolution, the wealthy but 
democratic aristocrat who lived at 
Mount 
Vernon and became the Father of His Country, 
the man whose birthday is an excuse for a 
holiday. 
We are content to let it go at that. 
If that were all there was to it, why then 
should Washington be as equally respected by 
professional students of history? Because his 
greatness holds up even under the most critical 
examination of his life and works. 
There have been abler generals in American 
history, more successful businessmen, more 
energetic and innovative presidents. The simple 
fact remains, however, that without Washington 
there would have been no Revolution, no Con­ 
stitution, probably no United States as we know 
it today. 
Washington’s leadership alone 
virtually held 
together the tiny ragtag American army during 
the long years of the war. 
He was the only 
man respected enough by all factions to preside 
over the Constitutional Convention of 1787. He 
was the only man who towered above partisan­ 
ship, the only possible choice for president of 
a new federal government that no one was at 
all sure could work. 
We venerate him not only because of 
his 
place in history, however. 
His memory is a 
continuing inspiration to living men, who must 
face the crises and changes of their own times. 
Because of this, Americans 235 years from now 
will honor George Washington.

REUTHER’S REVOLT 
The AFL-CIO Executive Council met at Bal 
Harbour, Fla., on Monday, (Feb. 20). 
The Florida climate notwithstanding, 
the 
atmosphere at Bal Harbour in mid-February is 
likely to be chilly. 
Walter Reuther, president 
of the United Automobile Workers, former chair­ 
man of the AFL-CIO economic policy and or­ 
ganizing committees, and member of the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council, has resigned all three of 
these latter posts. He has taken with him three 
other UAW leaders, Emil Mazey, secretary* 
treasurer of the union, and Leonard Woodcook 
and Pat Greathouse, vice presidents. 
These 
four on Feb. 3 withdrew from most of their posts 
in the larger union amalgam. 
In a 6,000 word letter to the auto union’s 1,500 
locals, Reuther on P'eb. 9 said that UAW’s dis­ 
agreements with AFL-CIO were “basic and 
fundamental” and membership in their old of­ 
fices for the UAW people would be “merely ar 
exercise in futility.” The resignations and the 
letter are sure to cool the deliberations 
at 
the winter meeting of the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council. 
Reuther’s personal disagreements with AFL- 
CIO President George Meany have long been a 
matter of public record. 
He has threatened 
in the past to quit the Executive Council. When 
the AFL and CIO merged in 1955, Reuther was 
persuaded to take second place in the combine 
on the ground that he would eventually succeed 
Meany. 
Now Meany, though 72 years old and obliged 
by a hip ailment to walk with a cane, has made 
it quite clear that he has no intention of retiring 
in Reuther’s favor. 
And Reuther, nearing 60, 
appears to see that time is no longer on his 
side. 
Meany, once known as “The Honest Plumber,” 
is one of the labor movement’s great 
con­ 
servatives. 
Reuther would like labor to take 
more leadership in the civil rights movement 
and build bridges of “ international understand­ 
ing” for disarmament and peaceful co-existence 
of different social economic systems. An open 
break came last June when Meany decided to have 
American labor boycott the International Labor 
Organization conference in Geneva after a Com­ 
munist Polish government official had been 
elected president. 
Reuther in his letter of Feb. 9 was careful 
not to take the UAW' completely out of the AFL- 
CIO. 
The logistics of the labor movement are 
interesting. 
The AFL-CIO has 13.5 million 
members, of which the UAW represents 1.5 
million. 
The labor movement’s biggest mem­ 
bership is that of the 1.7 million-member Inter­ 
national Brotherhood of Teamsters. 
Ironically, Meany and Reuther were most in 
agreement when they cooperated in 1957 to dump 
the Teamsters after Senate rackets investigators 


had uncovered the transactions of Dave Beck, 
James R. Hoffa, and other Teamsters officials. 
Now there is some speculation that the Team­ 
sters and the UAW might drift together. 
The 
surest loser from disaffection in 
Big 
Labor is the Democratic Party. 
President 
Johnson in his economic report of Jan. 
26 
made a big concession to labor in letting go 
of the so-called wage-price guideposts in 
a 
year of much labor-management negotiation. 
Meany a year ago had said: 
“I do not buy 
the idea that we have to toady along behind 
any political party.” Reuther has long 
been 
identified with the left 
Democratic spectrum. 
But last November in Michigan, once a UAW 
fief, his union could not summon enough politi­ 
cal moxie to elect G. Mennen Williams, once 
the state’s most consistent vote-getter, to the 
U.S. Senate.

— In Costa 
Rica, in the fall 
of 1953, Jose 
Figueres, mar­ 
ried 
to a Brooklyn woman but 
considered liberal by CIA stan­ 
dards, was campaigning 
for 
President. Figueres was criti­ 
cal of the United Fruit Com­ 
pany, 
which 
has cooperated 
closely with 
central intelli­ 
gence. A CIA 
agent put a tap 
on Figueres’s phone. It 
was 
detected and 
the CIA 
agent 
caught. 
Figueres was elected P resi­ 
dent of Costa 
Rica on Nov. 8. 
He continued to be friendly 
to the United States despite 
central intelligence and despite 
the fact that he always sus­ 
pected 
the CIA 
agents had 
conspired with Nicaraguan con­ 
servative exiles to invade Costa 
Rica 
on 
January 
11, 1955. 
The 
invaders were forced 
to withdraw 
by the Organiza­ 
tion of American States. 
These are just a few of 
the 
subterranean operations 
of 
central intelligence, which the 
American people have paid for 
but have not 
known 
about. 
They are operations which have 
damaged 
American prestige 
aboard. More of these incidents 
will be reported

column. 


President Sends Word to La­ 
bor Leaders He’ll Not Push 
Strike-Curbing Bills 
Washington, D.C. - A labor 
leader reporting from the warm 
air front in Bal Harbour, Fla., 
revealed that “ regardless of 
what you hear, we’re all happy 
now that we’ve heard that P re s­ 
ident Johnson will not recom­ 
mend 
any tough anti - strike 
laws.” 
By “ everybody,” the union 
chief referred to that august 
body, the AFL-CIO’s Executive 
Council. 
Most of the 29 mem­ 
bers of the high command had 
been 
w orried, but 
now 
that 
they’ve 
heard 
directly from 
Presidential couriers that he 
will not urge any new drastic 
collective bargaining legisla­ 
tion, the tropical sun seems 
much brighter. 
But not for Lyndon Johnson 
it doesn’t. 
His is a melan­ 
choly position. 
He is a crisis counter. Some 
of those close to him recall 
that after settling the 1965 na­ 
tional steel strike threat, he 
mused aloud and it sounded like 
“why couldn’t 
that 
contract 
expire in his year, not mine?” 


By “ his year,” the P resi­ 
dent meant that of the solid, 
laconic, 
im perturbable, ever 
itinerant I.W. (Abe) Abel, pres­ 
ident of the United Steelwork­ 
ers, who now will replace Wal­ 
ter Reuther as CIO spokesman 
inside the merged movement. 
Abel’s presidential term ex­ 
pires in 1969. 
But the nation­ 
al steel industry pact runs out 
in 
mld-1968 — the year Mr. 
Johnson does battle again.Thus 
he will face a Presidential cam­ 
paign right at the height of a 
threatened national steel strike 
-which he could not permit to 
run on and on as they have in 
the past. 
Yet “ Abe” is a determined 
man. 
He is known to have told 
the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
not too long ago he is tired of 
having the government tell the 
steelworkers 
they 
cannot 
strike. This has been going on 
too long and he doubts the White 
House will prevail next time 
around. 


All this will develop in the 
midst of the second session of 
the 90th Congress. The public 
will howl. 
And it will ask why 
there is no strike-curbing legi­ 
slation on the books. 
But insiders know that P res­ 
ident Johnson will not need to 
wait until mid-‘68 for other la. 
bor crisis to anger the public. 
Even now the Transport Work­ 
ers Union (TWU) is beginning to 
schedule the series of section 
by section, yard by yard, garage 
by garage talks which precede 
presentation of formal demands 
on the famed New York City 
Transit Authority. 
The Authority has not vet re­ 
covered from the billion dollar 
1966 stoppage. But it has a con­ 
trast bargain date this fall. 
And the truly tough veteran of 
labor wars Douglas Mac Mahon, 
TWU Secretary-Treasurer, who 
held the fort when the dying Mike 
Quill was jailed and hospital­ 


ized, said about a year ago when 
talking of the $60 million vic­ 
tory: 
“ This is only the first bite. 
We’ll soon be coming back for a 
second.” 
New York City, vortex and fi­ 
nancial center of the world, may 
well be struck again. 
It was the TWU’s 13-day sub­ 
way and bus paralysis which 
forced President Johnson to 
pledge in his 1966 State of the 
Union message that he would 
present proposals for the hand­ 
ling of emergency strikes which 
threaten the nation’s security 
and welfare. 
To prepare such legislation 
he named a task force headed 
by Under Secretary of State Kat- 
zenbach. 
But whatever it pro­ 
duced was stillborn. 
He 
knows 
the Republicans 
have him there and will not let 
him forget his public pledge. 
What disturbs him is that the 
Republicans 
who 
have taken 
after him are the liberals — 
Senators Javits, Morse, Ku- 
chel, Percy, Hatfield and Mon- 
roney. 
He cannot do passion­ 
ate battle with these moderates 
as easily as he could assault the 
conservatives. 
The President is not too much 
• concerned over the threatened 
truck strike. It can be handled. 
And he still has some time on 
the “ Reuther-auto thing.” 
What disturbs the White House 
is the threatened April 12 na­ 
tional railroad strike. 
Roy 
Siem iller’s machinists 
are in 
this one. 
They are the ones 
who hit the airlines last sum­ 
mer. 
They simply don’t believe the 
railroads are any more sacred 
than the airlines. 
They will 
strike if they don’t get the big 
wage increase they seek. 
And that’s closer than you 
think, but not closer than the 
President thinks. What can he 
do? 
Propose compulsory legisla­ 
tion? Labor and industry would 
fight that. 
Accept a proposal for seiz­ 
ure of vital installations or 
transport facilities which are 
struck? 
That puts the gov­ 
ernment into the railroading 
business and on everybody’s 
blacklist. 
Ask for extension of anti­ 
trust laws to cover labor In the 
event of a crippling, nationwide 
strike? 
But that would mean the end 
of his alliance with the mem­ 
bers of the powerful AFL-CIO 
Executive Council. 
Yet 
nothing 
em bitters the 
puhlic like an Inconveniencing 
strike on airlines or railroads. 
If a mass industry is struck, 
the public is real casual. Hit 
a trolley or rail line or food 
supply trucking firm and the 
cultural revolution is on. 
Mr. Johnson knows this. So 
he is not happy, though he made 
it a gay stay in Florida for the 
labor leaders by sending word 
he’ll play it by ear. 
It’s an experienced ear - so 
he well knows the sound he 
hears on the home front Is not 
mere thunder.

POOR CHARUK SAYS! 
HIS GREATNESS ENDURES 
Time is the severest judge of greatness. 
Though the debunking school of historians per­ 
forms a useful service by cutting folk heroes 
down to human size occasionally, the men that 
a nation reveres for generation after genera­ 
tion are usually deserving of that honor. 
It is 235 years since the birth of George 
Washington. 
In our kindergartens, walls are 
decorated with cutouts of hatchets and cherry 
trees, mythical symbols of Washington’s un­ 
swerving rectitude. 
Older students learn that 
hev commanded the Continental Army during the 
War of Independence, that he later became first 
president of the United States. American history 
majors in college may make more detailed study 
of his military campaigns, his contribution to 
the writing of the Constitution, the actual crises 
he faced as chief executive. 
But for most of us, Washington was the man 
who 
won 
the 
Revolution, the wealthy but 
democratic aristocrat who lived at 
Mount 
Vernon and became the Father of His Country, 
the man whose birthday is an excuse for a 
holiday. 
We are content to let it go at that. 
If that were all there was to it, why then 
should Washington be as equally respected by 
professional students of history? Because his 
greatness holds up even under the most critical 
examination of his life and works. 
There have been abler generals in American 
history, more successful businessmen, more 
energetic and innovative presidents. The simple 
fact remains, however, that without Washington 
there would have been no Revolution, no Con­ 
stitution, probably no United States as we know' 
it today. 
Washington’s leadership alone 
virtually held 
together the tiny ragtag American army during 
the long years of the war. 
He was the only 
man respected enough by all factions to preside 
over the Constitutional Convention of 1787. He 
was the only man who towered above partisan­ 
ship, the only possible choice for president of 
a new federal government that no one was at 
all sure could work. 
We venerate him not only because of 
his 
place in history, however. 
His memory is a 
continuing inspiration to living men, who must 
face the crises and changes of their own times. 
Because of this, Americans 235 years from now 
will honor George Washington, 
♦ ♦ ♦ 
The Colonel said: “ If a man sits in the same 
room with a baby asleep in its crib, he thinks 
he should have credit for taking care of it.”

REUTHER’S REVOLT 
The AFL-CIO Executive Council met at Bal 
Harbour, Fla., on Monday, (Feb. 20). 
The Florida climate notwithstanding, 
the 
atmosphere at Bal Harbour in mid-February is 
likely to be chilly. 
Walter Reuther, president 
of the United Automobile Workers, former chair­ 
man of the AFL-CIO economic policy and or­ 
ganizing committees, and member of the AFL- 
CIO Executive Council, has resigned all three of 
these latter posts. He has taken with him three 
other UAW leaders, Emil Mazey, secretary- 
treasurer of the union, and Leonard Woodcock 
and Pat Greathouse, vice presidents. 
These 
four on Feb, 3 withdrew from most of their posts 
in the larger union amalgam. 
In a 6,000 word letter to the auto union’s 1,500 
locals, Reuther on Feb. 9 said that UAW’s dis­ 
agreements with AFL-CIO were “basic and 
tundamental’’ and membership in their old of­ 
fices for the UAW people would be “ merely ar 
exercise in futility.** The resignations and the 
letter are sure to cool the deliberations 
at 
the winter meeting of the AFL-CIO Executive 
Council. 
Reuther*s personal disagreements with AFL- 
CIO President George Meany have long been a 
matter of public record. 
He has threatened 
in the past to quit the Executive Council. When 
the AFL and CIO merged in 1955, Reuther was 
persuaded to take second place in the combine 
on the ground that he would eventually succeed 
Meany. 
Now Meany, though 72 years old and obliged 
by a hip ailment to walk with a cane, has made 
it quite clear that he has no intention oi retiring 
in Reuther’s favor. 
And Reuther, nearing 60, 
appears to see that time is no longer on his 
side. 
Meany, once known as “The Honest Plumber,** 
is one of the labor movement’s great 
con­ 
servatives. 
Reuther would like labor to take 
more leadership in the civil rights movement 
and build bridges of “ international understand­ 
ing’’ for disarmament and peaceful co-existence 
of different social economic systems. An open 
break came last June when Meany decided to have 
American labor boycott the International Labor 
Organization conference in Geneva after a Com­ 
munist Polish government official had been 
elected president. 
Reuther in his letter of Feb, 9 was careful 
not to take the UAW completely out of the AFL- 
( lo. 
The logistics of the labor movement are 
interesting. 
The AFL-CIO has 13,5 million 
me tube i », et which the UAW represents 1.5 
million. 
I he lalxir movement’s biggest mem- 
iH't bhip is that of the 1.7 million-member Inter­ 
national Brotheriiood of Teamsters. 
Ironically, Meany and Reuther were most in 
agreement when they cooperated in 1957 to dump 
tile I canisters after Senate rackets investigators 


had uncovered the transactions of Dave Beck, 
James R. Hoffa, and other Teamsters officials. 
Now there is some speculation that the Team­ 
sters and the UAW might drift together. 
The 
surest loser from disaffection in 
Big 
Labor is the Democratic Party. 
President 
Johnson in his economic report of Jan. 
26 
made a big concession to labor in letting go 
of the so-called wage-price guideposts in 
a 
year of much labor-management negotiation. 
Meany a year ago had said: 
“ I do not buy 
the idea that we have to toady along behind 
any political party.*’ Reuther has long 
been 
identified with the left 
Democratic spectrum. 
Rut last November in Michigan, once a UAW 
fief, his union could not summon enough politi­ 
cal moxie to elect G. Mennen Williams, once 
the state’s most consistent vote-getter, to the 
U.S. Senate.

. Reads the traffic signal and 
notes how long it has been red 


or green. 
. Computes the correct length 
of time the signal should re­ 
main green in a certain di­ 
rection. 
• Compares this 
computed 
time with the time 
the signal 
has already been green. If the 
two items are equal, it sends 
a signal to change the light. If 
the actual “ green” 
time 
is 
less 
than 
the 
computed 
“ green 
time, 
it goes on to 
examine the next Intersection, 
returning 
to 
this 
one 
a 
second later. 
. Finally, when the computer 
orders a 
signal change, 
It 
checks 
to see if the 
change 
actually takes place. If not, it 
repeats the order.

They ignore the fact 
that existing legislation 
of 
long standing, state and local 
as well as 
federal, provides 
adequate 
and effective 
pro­ 
tection from the buyer-beware 
element. 
They 
also Ignore 
the more important fact that 
the housewife 
is the canniest 
of buyers who, 
once misled, 
does not return 
to the same 
well again. As the burnt child

store — and those who attempt 
to exploit her are not long for 
the economic world. 
Beyond that, these proposed 
laws have their

•• In Cambodia, CIA agents

Prince Situnouk's 
government. Ever since 
Hut 
time the Prince has 
been 
vigorously anti- American. 


— Iii Costa 
Rica, in the till 
of 1953, Jose 
Figueres, mar­ 
ried to a Brooklyn woman but 
considered liberal by CIA stan­ 
dards, was campaigning 
for 
President. Figueres was criti­ 
cal of the United Fruit Com­ 
pany, 
which 
has cooperated 
closely with 
central intelli­ 
gence. A CIA 
agent put a tap 
on Flgueres’s phone, it 
was 
detected and 
the CIA 
agent 
caught. 
Figueres was elected Presi­ 
dent of Costa 
Rica on Nov. 8. 
He continued to be friendly 
to the United States despite 
central intelligence and despite 
tile fact tlut he always sus­ 
pected 
the CIA 
agents had 
conspired with Nicaraguan con­ 
servative exiles to Invade Costa 
Rica 
on January 
ll, 1955, 
'Hie 
invaders were forced 
to withdraw 
by the Organiza­ 
tion of American States. 
These are just a few of the 
subterranean operations 
of 
central intelligence, which Un- 
American people have paid for 
but have not 
known 
about. 
They are operations which Ila ve 
damaged

President Sends Word to La­ 
bor Leaders He’ll Not Push 
Strike-Curbing Bills 
Washington, D.C. - A labor 
leader reporting from the warm 
air front in Bal Harbour, Fla., 
revealed that ’’regardless of 
what you hear, we’re all happy 
now that we’ve heard that Pres­ 
ident Johnson will not recom­ 
mend any tough anti • strike 
laws.” 
By ’’everybody,” the union 
chief referred to that august 
body, the AFL-CIO’s Executive 
Council. 
Most of the 29 mem­ 
bers of the high command had 
been worried, but now 
that 
they’ve 
heard directly from 
Presidential couriers that he 
will not urge any new drastic 
collective bargaining legisla­ 
tion, the tropical sun seems 
much brighter. 
But not for Lyndon Johnson 
it doesn’t. 
His is a melan­ 
choly position. 
He is a crisis counter. Some 
of those close to him recall 
that after settling the 1965 na­ 
tional steel strike threat, he 
mused aloud and it sounded like 
”why couldn't 
that contract 
expire in his year, not mine?** 
By “ his year,” the Presi­ 
dent meant that of the solid, 
laconic, 
imperturbable, ever 
itinerant I.W, (Abe) Abel, pres­ 
ident of the United Steelwork­ 
ers, who now will replace Wal­ 
ter Reuther as CIO spokesman 
Inside the merged movement. 
Abel’s presidential term ex­ 
pires in 1969. 
But the nation. 
ai steel industry pact runs out 
in mld-1968 — the year Mr. 
Johnson does battle again. Thus 
he will face a Presidential cam­ 
paign right at the height of a 
threatened national steel strike 
—which he could not permit to 
run on and on as they have in 
the past. 
Yet “ Abe” is a determined 
man. 
He is known to have told 
the AFL-CIO Executive Council 
not too long ago he is tired of 
having the government tell the 
steelworkers 
they 
cannot 
strike. This has been going on 
too lung and he doubts the White 
House will prevail next time 
around. 
All this will develop iii the 
midst of the second session of 
the 90th Congress. The public 
will howl. And it will ask why 
there is no strike-curbing legi­ 
slation on the books. 
But insiders know that Pres­ 
ident Jotuison will not need to 
wait until tnld.’68 for other la­ 
bor crisis to anger the public. 
Even now the Transport Work­ 
ers Union (TWU) is beginning to 
schedule the series of section 
by section, yard by yard,garage 
by garage talks which precede 
presentation of formal demands 
on the famed New York City 
Transit Authority, 
'Hie Authority has not vet re­ 
covered from the billion dollar 
1966 stoppage. But It has a con­ 
trast turguin date this fall. 
And Hie truly tough veteran of 
laboi wars Douglas Mac M ahon, 
TWU Secretary-Treasurer, who 
held the fort when the dying Mike 
we ii I was Jailed and hospital­ 


ized, said about a year ago when 
talking of the $60 million vic­ 
tory: 
“ This is only the flrst bite. 
We'll soon be coming back for a 
second.” 
New York City, vortex and A- 
nancial center of the world, may 
well be struck again. 
It was the TWU’s 13-day sub­ 
way and bus paralysis which 
forced President Johnson to 
pledge in his 1966 State of the 
Union message that he would 
present proposals for the hand­ 
ling of emergency strikes which 
threaten the nation’s security 
and welfare.

Siemlller’s machinists are In 
tills one. 
They are the ones 
who hit the airlines last sum­ 
mer. 
They simply don’t believe the 
railroads are any more sacred 
than the airlines.

strike if they don’t get the big 
wage increase they seek. 
And that’s closer than you 
think, (nit not closer than the 
President thinks.

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Rules for Personal 


Deductions Greatest 


Puzzle for Taxpayers 


EDITOR'S NOTE 
— There 
are complicated rules about 
what you can deduct in figuring 
your federal income tax. This 
article, the last of five, discuss­ 
es deductions.

WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— In 
making out your 1966 income 
tax return you may find your 
deductible personal 
expenses 
were greater than allowed for in 
the 
standard deduction which 
anyone can take without listing 
expesnes. 
In that case, claim your ex- 
penses in full. But you'll have to 
itemize them, to prove you had 
them, and you'll have to figure 
your own tax, using form 1040. 
The details and kinds of de­ 
ductible and nondeductible ex­ 
penses are vast, too vast for a 
story like this which can only 
hit the highlights. 
You will find some details in 
the instruction pamphlet which 
the 
Internal Revenue Service 
sends all taxpayers, and infin­ 
itely more in the government's 
160«page booklet, "Y our Fed­ 
eral Income T a x ." It costs 50 
cents. 
Here are some examples of 
expenses you can deduct: 
State and city income taxes, 
real estate and state gasoline 
taxes but not federal gasoline 
taxes; state and city sales taxes 
— the instruction sheet has a 
list of the states with sales taxes 
and how much you can reason­ 
ably deduct 
in 
keeping with 
your income and family size; 
personal property taxes; 
in­ 
terest on a personal loan; cm a 
house mortgage; on delinquent 
taxes; and on personal proper­ 
ty bought 
on the installment 
plan, like an automobile. 
You can also deduct for union 
dues and dues in a professional 
society; fees to employment 
agencies; alimony payments by 
the one 
making them; books 
and newspapers bought for use 
in your job; and expenses for 
your education, provided it is to 
help you keep up with your job. 
You cannot deduct if the educa­ 
tion was for personal reasons, 
like trying to help you get a bet­ 
ter joo. 
Lf you use your car for busi­ 
ness, you can deduct 10 cents a 
mile for the first 15,000 miles 
and seven cents a mile after 
that. 
YOu can deduct contributions 
to charitable, religious or edu­ 
cation organizations like the 
Community Chest, United Fund, 
Salvation Army, churches, Red 
C ross, heart, cancer and tuber­ 
culosis associations, nonprofit 
schools and nospitals; and gifts 
but 
no dues to the YMCA, 
YWCA, YMHA, YWHA, and or­ 
ganizations such as the Ameri­ 
can legion, and to states and 
cities for public purposes. 
You'd better read the 1040 
instructions or the booklet if you 
want to exclude from income 
some of the pay you got while 
home on sick leave or for medi­ 
cal and drug expenses. 
For example: Depending on 
how much salary you got while 
home sick, you may be able to 
exclude after the first full week 
of sick leave or you may not be 
able to exclude until you have 
been out sick 30 days. 
If you were under 65 and are 
filing a return, you may deduct 
medical expenses for yourself, 
your wife, or a dependent but 
only that part for which you 
have not been reim bursed by an 
insurance company 
and only 
that part of your umreimbursed 
expenses 
which exceed 3 per 
cent of your income. 
Costs of medicines and drugs 
are included in medical expense 
to the extent they exceed 1 per 
cent of your income. 
A person 65 before the end of 
the year—you were considered 
65 for the whole year if your 
birthday was as late as Jan. 1, 
1967—in making out his return 
can deduct his entire unreim­ 
bursed medical 
and drug ex­ 
penses without worrying about 
what percentage of his income 
they were. 
If you were under 65 and paid 
the medical and drug expenses 
of 
your over-65 parents — or 
your wife’s over-65 parents — 
you can deduct them in full on 
your return but only if you also 
provide more than half the 1966 
support of the one for 
whom 
you claim the deduction. 
Here's another 
detail: You 
may claim a medical expense 
deduction for the premiums you 
paid on accident and health in­ 
surance policies which provide 
reimbursement for hospitaliza­ 
tion, 
surgery fees and other 
medical expenses. 
You can deduct transportation 
costs for going to get medical 
ca re —4ike bus, train, taxi or 
plane fare—o r, if you use your 
own car, can deduct five cents a 
mile for such a trip. 
You can exclude the first $100 
of your stock dividends from 
domestic corporations-$200ifit 
is a joint return and the hus­ 
band 
and 
wife 
each 
owned 
stock, either jointly or Individ­ 
ually, trom which they received 
at least $100 each. But the hus. 
band can't use part of his wife's 
dividends to make the total $200 
and the wife can't use part of 
her husband's dividends for the 
same purpose. 


You can also deduct what is 
above the first $100 for each 
personal loss from vandalism 
or from theft or casualty, like 
a 
storm that 
damaged your 
house 
or an accident 
that 
damaged 
your 
c a r, 
if 
it 
wasn't 
covered by 
insur­ 
ance. But if your 
auto a cci­ 
dent was caused by your will­ 
fulness, 
you 
can't 
deduct at 
a ll. 
You can deduct five cents a 
mile if you work free for a qual­ 
ified 
charitable 
organization 


and use your car in doing so. 
But here are things for which 
you cannot deduct: 
Federal income taxes; federal 
Society Security taxes withheld 
from your pay: Social Security 
payments you make for some­ 
one working in your home, like 
a maid; auto licen ses, unless 
based on the value of the ca r; a 
d river's license; 
auto inspec­ 
tion or 
parking 
meter fees; 
taxes you pay for someone else 
although you can claim 
them 
as 
iu rt of your support for a 
dependent; poll taxes, inheri­ 
tance, gift, cig arette, tobac­ 
co or alcoholic beverage taxes; 
fees for dog tags, hunting or 
fishing licen ses or m arriage 
licen ses; tolls for roads and 
bridges; water bills; sewerage 


and other service charges. 
You 
cannot 
deduct gifts to 
political 
candidates, political 
organizations, 
relatives, 
friends or 
other individuals, 
labor unions or social clubs; 
you cannot deduct federal ex­ 
c ise taxes on automobiles, tel­ 
ephones or airline tickets.

EDITOR'S NOTE — There 
are complicated rules about 
wluit you can deduct in figuring 
your federal income tax. This 
article, the last of five, discuss­ 
es deductions.

But you'll have to 
itemize them, to prove you had 
them, and you'll have to figure 
your own tax, using form 1040. 
The details and kinds of de­ 
ductible and nondeductible ex­ 
penses are vast, too vast for a 
story like this which can only 
lilt the highlights. 
You will find some details in 
the instruction pamphlet which 
the lntern.il Revenue Service 
sends all taxpayers, and Infin­ 
itely more in the government's 
IGO-page booklet, “Your Fed­ 
eral Income Tax.'' It costs 50 
cents. 
Here are some examples of 
expenses you can deduct: 
State and city Income taxes, 
real estate and state gasoline 
taxes but not federal gasoline 
taxes; sta^e and city sales taxes 
— the Instruction sheet has a 
list of the states with sales taxes 
and how much you can reason­ 
ably deduct in keeping with 
your income and family size; 
personal property taxes; 
in­ 
terest on a personal loan; on a 
house mortgage; on delinquent 
taxes; and on personal proper­ 
ty bought 
on the installment 
plan, like an automobile. 
You can also deduct for union 
dues and dues in a professional 
society; fees to employment 
agencies; alimony payments by 
the one making them; books 
and newspapers bought for use 
in your job; and expenses for 
your education, provided it is to 
help you keep up with your job. 
You cannot deduct if the educa­ 
tion was for personal reasons, 
like trying to help you get a bet­ 
ter JOO. 
If you use your car for busi­ 
ness, you can deduct IO cents a 
mile for the first 15,000 miles 
and seven cents a mile after 
that. 
You can deduct contributions 
to charitable, religious or edu­

You'd better read the 1040 
instructions or the booklet if you 
want to exclude from income 
some of the pay you got while 
home on sick leave or for medi­ 
cal and drug expenses. 
For example: Depending on 
how much salary you got while 
home sick, you may be able to 
exclude after the first filii week 
of sick leave or you may not be 
able to exclude until you have 
been out sick 30 days. 
lf you were under 65 and are 
filing a return, you may deduct 
medical expenses for yourself, 
your wife, or a dependent but 
only that part for which you 
have not been reimbursed by an 
insurance company and only 
that part of your umreimlHirsed 
expenses

Costs of medicines and drugs 
are Included in medical expense 
to die extent they exceed I per 
cent of your income.

You can also deduct what is 
above the first $100 for each 
personal loss from vandalism 
or from theft or casualty, like 
a storm that damaged your 
house or an accident 
that 
damaged your 
car, if 
it 
wasn't 
covered by 
insur­ 
ance. But if your 
auto acci­ 
dent was caused by your will­ 
fulness, you can't deduct at 
all. 
You can deduct five cents a 
mile if you work free for a qual­ 
ified 
charitable organization 


and use your car In doing so. 
But here are things for which 
you cannot deduct: 
Federal income taxes; federal 
Society Security taxes withheld 
from your pay: Social Security 
payments you make for some­ 
one working in your home, like 
a maid; auto licenses, unless 
based on the value of the car; a 
driver's license; 
auto inspec­ 
tion or parking meter fees; 
taxes you pay for someone else 
although you can claim

And, like any other person who occupies 
the land of another, you’ve got to pay a fair and reasonable 
rental value for that occupation.” 
And so, without firing a shot, the Army surrendered.
